Meanwhile, 
t lm public mind is so unset t led I hat no 
business ran be done, thousands are 
leaving t he St ate, t o a wait the passing 
of tin'disease at a safe * list a lire. The 
money tInis drawn from tlie hanks for 
travelling, and for the ordinary expen¬ 
ses of many lie-tv who are mil making 
anything, has lightened our already 
close money market, until ordinary 
accommodation is rplite nut nt the 
i|'uest.inn, and in smite eases even de¬ 
positors cannot draw without not ice 
in advance. 

Thus, as last year, tlm incidental 

loss ami annoyance to the Stale at 


large is a much more-serious mat ter 
than file fever ftlfcb in those few places 
where it exists. And not the least an¬ 
noy mg eonsiderat mil is t hat all of t Ins 
incident a I dilHculty is ipiite in nieces 
,sary. It we, ha*l a propel National 
ipiaraulim* around our roasts we 
should he eouiparatively safe, and if 
in addilime.vve had sull'n lent local an 

t limit ies under Stall.utrnl. there is 

no reason, if the fever did appear, why 
it should not hernuliimd In the place 
of its origin. W e do not mean by this 
that all t In* people iua I own-should 
Is* obliged to stay and lie fond for it, 
but immediately on its appearance 
the Iown should lie put under strict 
guard, ami tin* people allowed logo 
only under such regulations as would 
ensure safety In the rest of tlm State. 
It this were done all business and 
travel might go on as usual in tlm rest 
ol I lm State, and t hr in*.idem nl losses 
would, be very slight, except to IlmfeW 
direct ly cmieci'iicd. The whole busi¬ 
ness is a sad comment ary on the utter 
wort hlesSiiesA nl our last legislature, 
and the priiny wi*e cuntse of the gov 
eruor, who refused 'ncall the legisla¬ 
tors hack Incomplete I heir Work, be¬ 
en use. it would cost the State some 
SI o.otiii to do it. The result is that 
t lie neglect fn do it has cost tlm State 
at least lifty and perhaps a hundred 
tilnes that sum before a year is out.
